The  results  of  the  December  2nd  Local  Government  Election  have  shown  that  the  people  of 
Trinidad  and  Tobago  are  ready  for  a  return  to  good  governance,  and  to  get  the  country  working 
again.

It  is  important  to  note  the  inroads  the  party  has  made  in  the  recently  concluded  poll,  including 
the  popular  vote  with  202,584  votes  or  54.38%  of  the  total  votes  cast.  The  party  increased  votes 
in  119  out  of  139  seats  (85.6%  of  seats),  and  the  total  UNC  vote  increase  was  21,826  votes  or  a 
12.1%  increase. 

The  UNC  gained  votes  in  13  out  of  14  corporations,  with  the  largest  increase  by  percentage  was 
in  Diego  Martin  which  increased  votes  by  62%.  In  contrast,  the  PNM  lost  votes  in  109  out  of 
139  seats  (78.4%  of  seats).
